florvlcc — the power and authority to: 

1. Hire doctors and establish ratea of pay- 
possibly for nil doctors, 

2. E.';tabll.^h (ee schedules for speclallsta. 

3. Establish qiialiricatlons for speclallstfl, 

1. Determine the number of individuals 
for whom *iny physician may provide service. 
5. Dctermlno arbitrarily whol hospitals or 
. clinics may provide service for patients. 
Keystone of tho wholo soclallKcd oot-up 
Would be a "unltlca social Inaiiranco Hystem." 
: It would set up tho machinery .for tax pay- 

■ menta from and Insurance Bonetlts tor prac- 
tically every employed person In the United 
Stales, Including the self-employed. 

These so-called "free" services Would be 
made possible, by employers and employes 
each paying a 6 per cent tax en Individual 
wages up to S3,000 a year.
